AT ARENDTSVILLE 
TO BE CONTINUED 


Arendtsville Vocational 
School Enters Upon 
Second D e c a d e 
With Renewal 
of Agreement. 


Saturday w ill mark the tenth anni­ 


versary of tin* lea sin g o f the A rendts­ 
ville Vocational schtx)I and with the 


opening of the fall term this year, the 


school will enter upon 
its eleventh 


year as a consolidated school. 
The 
first agreem ent to conduct the school 
along’ vocational lin es 
was 
signed 
March 12, 1917, by the school boards 
o f Franklin and B utler tow nships and 
the A rendtsville school board. 
This agreem ent 
expires tom orrow 
and it was decided at a recent m eeting 
o f the three school boards to continue 
tl»e agreem ent for another ten years, 
the new lease w ill be signed w ithin a 
short time. 
The building w as built by the school 
board of A rendtsville and seeing the 
advantage of m aintaining a con sol­ 
idated school the agreem ent w as en ­ 
tered into in 1917. 
Pupils from th ese 
tw o tow nships and, the borough are 
privileged to take their training at 
tho school. 
The vocational course is 
open to all students w ho have passed 
the sixth grade work and the su bse­ 
quent exam inations and who a r e over 
14 years of yge.

conquered by poor h ealth , fo r nine of
